Call to mind your Conqueſt 


over your own Countrymen without Blood 


or Slaughter, and over your Enemies, tho 
in greater numbers, to your own Glory

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and their Reproach : Remember for whom

Friends: Ariſe therefore in time, and diſ-

dy known to God Almighty. To which the |

Not long after came in two of his Execu- 
tioners ſent from the Cardinal, one of 
which put him on a black Coat made af 
Linnen Cloth, and the other faſtened ſeve- 
ral Bags of Gunpowder to all parts of his 
Body. Thus. clothed they led him into 
the Governour's outward Room, and there

rounded him with Flames and Smoke. 
The Governour of the Caſtle, who 8 
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ſo near that he was ſcorch'd with the 


Flames, advis'd him to be of good courage, 


and pray to Heaven for pardon of his Sins. 
To whom he anſwer'd thus: This Flame 
indeed brings Anguiſh to my Body, but cannot 
diſcompoſe my Mind; but be. that looks down 


/ proudly from you Eminence upon us, ſhall 
= ſhortly lie in the ſame place with as much 


Ignominy as now he ſits with Arrogance, This 
aid, his Chaps were preſently drawn to- 
gether with a Cord, that ſtrajitway ſtopt 
his Breath, and his Body ſoon after was 
conſum'd to Aſhes.

tude. After they had defac'd their Al.

ſes. The Franciſtans firſt. felt their Fury, 
then the Dominicans, and laſtly the Cartha- 
ſians; nor was their Abſtinence from Plun- 
der more remarkable than their Expedi- 
tion in demoliſhing ſo many Fabricks: 
That of the Carthuſians was ſo ſuddenly 
diſpatcht, that within two. Days there 
ſcarce remained any Footſteps of a Foun- 
dation. The News of this being brought 
to the Regent, did ſo enrage her, that ſhe 
took a ſolemn Oath to expiate this tranſ- 
cendlent Inſolence with the Murder of the 
Citizens and Firing of the Town: And 
calling to her Aid the Hamiltons, the Earls 
of Argile and Atbol, and what preſent 
Force {he could get together, ſhe march- 
es them to Perth, The Town having no- 
tice of her Approach, ſend out to all their 
Friends for Succour, and hopꝰd they would

Perth, ſhe conceiv'd her ſelf in greater se- 
curity to act her Purpoſes ; and ſends firſt 
her threatening Letters to Argile and Lord 
James to return to Court at their utmoſt 
peril; and ſo having reſtor'd the Maſs, and 

ſettled Affairs to her liking at Perth, ſhe

went to Sterling, upon which: Place ſhe 
bad a ſpecial Eye, as well for the Situation 
Jof the Town, as the Number and Diſpo- 

tion of the Inhabitants. But ſhe got not 


ſo much Advantage hy the poſſeſſing her 
ſelf of the ſtrong Town of Perth, as ſhe. 
did loſe by the Violation of her Faith and 
Promiſes; that Day being the laſt of her 
proſperaus Affairs, and firſt of her Con- 
i tempt. For now Argile and Lord James 
| Wy perceiving that their Reputation was con- 
cerned in the Inyaſion of the Truce made 
by their means, having gathered the No- 
bility to Sr. Andrews, joined themſelves to 
the Reformed, and ſent their Letters about 
to ſignify the great Danger that the Church 
of Fife was in: Whereupon a great Mi 
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tude conven'd, highly inrag'd againſt the 
Regent and her Forces, ingag'd themſelves 
in a War againſt People, whom neither 
Faith, Promiſes nor Oaths could bind, but 
that upon every light Blaſt of Fortune re- 
called and altered both their Words and 
Actions: and that no Peace could be hop'd 
for, *till one Party were quite extinguiſhed, 
and therefore they muſt prepare either to 
die or conquer. I his ſo enrag'd the Minds 
of all the Profeſſors, that they fell a-freſh 
upon pulling down Altars and deſtroying 
the Maſs-Worſhip at Cural, a Town ſituate 
in the utmoſt Cornerat Fife. From thence 
they went to St. Andrews, and having 
ſpoiled all the Religious Houſes, thoſe of 
the Franciſcans and Dominicans were laid 
level with the Ground: Which being done 
under the Arch-Biſhop's Noſe, tho? he 
thought he had Forceenough to defend the 
Town; yet upon the preſſing in of ſuch 
_ vaſt Numbers, he was forced to retire him- 
ſelf to Fallland to his Friends and Rela- 
tions there. The Regent hearing of this, 
without any further Conſideration, or- 
der'd her Forces to march the next Day to 
Cowper, and ſent out Summons to all that 

could bear Arms to meet her there with all 
ſpeed, and ſent before to take up Quarters 
for her French-men, who, together with 
the Hamilton Forces, were ordered to ” 
EH | ready 
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ready to march upon the Sound of Trum 
pet. The Reformed having notice of it, 
got together before her, where they were 
met by the Townſmen of Dundee, and the 
Noblemen of the adjacent Places, to the 
number of z000 Men; and with thefe For- 
ces they marched out of Town, expecting 
the Approach of the Popiſn Army, who ſtaid 
alittle by the way to gather up what Force 
they could. In the Regent's Army were 
2000 French commanded by 4010 and 
1000 Scorch by the Duke of Chatelrault, for 
ſo Was Hamilton now called. And now the 
Armies are come into each others view: 
The Reformed received an Acceſſion of 
500 Men led by the Provoſt of St. Andrews, - 
which ſomething appalbd the Courage of 
the French, who were got upon an Emi 
nency, the better to view the Enemy, 
whom they reported to be much ſuperior 
to their own, who now began ſecretly to 
grumble, that they muſt be led to fol at 
the pleaſure of Strangers againſt their 
| own Friends and Relations. Upon this 
the Regent conſents that Hamilton ſhould 
delegate three of the moſt. conſiderable of 
their Party, and ſuch as had either Friends 
or Relations among the Enemy, to treat 
of a Peace: But the Religious perceiving 
| bow often the Regent had eluded them by 
vain Words and Promiſes, a Peace could 
. not 
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not be concluded on; beſides, the ſending 
away her foreign Auxiliaries (which was 
principally inſiſted upon) could not be 
done without firſt conſulting with the 
EKing of France: Delays'were made, not 
ſo much in order to a Peace, as the gain- 
ing time to ſend for Forces from abroad. 
So it was at laſt concluded, that the French 
ſhould be removed to Lothian, and a Truce 
agreed on for eight Days, to give the 
Regent time to ſend ſome Perſons to St. 


Andrews, that might conclude a Peace e- 


ually beneficial to both Parties. The 

roteſtant Party finding the: Regent pro- 
tracting the time as much as ſhe could, 
Argile and Stuart writ to her to withdraw 
her Garriſon out of Perth, and leave the 
Town to their own Governance, the Re- 
proach of which, they faid, lay in ſome 
meaſure at their doors, who were Inftru- 


ments of that Agreement; but receiv- 


ing no Anſwer, they drew their Forces

upon pretence of Religion, and allowing 
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no leſs licentious Practices in his Soldiers. 
Theſe things being ſignify'd to their Friends 
and Accomplices at Comper, they preſently 
beſieged the Town, which was immedi- 
ately ſfurrender*d, Rif amnes driven out, and 
Patric Raven the rightful Provoſt reſtor'd 
to the Place. From thence they marchꝰd 
to Scone, and burnt it: Argile and Stuart 
hearing the Regent deſign'd to put a French 
Garriſon into Sterling, march'd privately 
from Perth, and poſſeſt themſelves of Ster. 
ling, and demoliſh'd the Friery there, and 
urged the other Superſtitious Houſes a- 
— the City from their Idolatrous Wor- 
ſhip, and three Days after did the like at 
Linlithgo; which Expedition gave ſo great 
a Terror to the Scorch and French Stipen- 
diaries, that they fled to Dunbar. The 
Reformers ſpent ſome time in ordering 
their Affairs, not only purging out the 
Maſs-Worſhip, but alſo placing a Goſpel- 
ins. 
In the mean time came over an Account

Promife, but fail'd not underhand to ſet 
on her on People to irritate the Scots, who 
were apt enough to take fire, and make 
them give occaſion of executing her Cru- 
elty on the poor People: And when no 
dolour could be found to perſecute them by 

Law, ſhe cauſed falſe Rumors to be ſpread 
abroad, that under pretence of Religion 
they mediated only Rebellion, and'defign'd 
to extirpate the Royal Line, and fer up 

James Stuart the late King's Baftard to be 
King. With theſe kind of Falſities 1 
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ſhe perceiv'd the People to ſtagger a little, 
Letters are ſent to him, as coming from 
the King and Queen of France, fill'd with 
Reproach for the ill uſe he made of their 
Favours to him, and Threats in caſe he 
did not. return to his former Obedience. 
To which he anſwered, That he was not 
conſcious of any thing he had done amiſs, 
either againſt the Kings or the Laws, and 
what he acted was purely upon the ac- 
count of Religion, which he ſhould never 
be brought to repent himſelf of; the Me- 
thod he purſu'd baving Chriſt for its Au- 
thor and Defender, whom unleſs he ſhould 
renounce, he could not forſake the Enter- 
prize he had begun: That both himſelf, 
and the reſt, whom they called Rebels, 
aving in this reſpect, were moſt obedient 
Subjects. This was ſent to the Regent, to 
be tranſmitted over into France, which ſhe 
look'd upon as highly inſolent. In the 
mean time a 1000 ue land at Laith,

ſhe pretended to 9 from the King 
and which they were well aſſur'd ſhe had 
made uſe of ſo much againſt their Royal 
Inclinations, which always tended to the 
Good and Welfare of their People: And 
foraſmuch as ſhe did not own them to be 
the Great Council of the Kingdom, they 
held themſelves no longer oblig d to own 
her as Regent; yet notwithſtanding, for the 
Reverence they bear her as Mother to their 
Queen, they pray her to withdraw out of 
the Town within 24 hours, and take along 
With her thoſe Perſons that came as Ambaſ- 
ſadors or Diſputants, or for whatever elſe 
they eame for; and all her Mercenary For- 
ces, whoſe Ives: they would willingly

For, to be ſhort, they did reſolve at the ut- 
moſt hazard of their! Lives and Fortunes 
to take the Town. Thereupon they made 
an Ordina nee for the abrogating hier Autho- 
rity, diſchargin Mk her Delegacy from the 
Kings; and forb her to act any fur- 
ther in the 9 till a General 
Saen of W which ſhould be 
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appointed when they ſaw convenient. 
The 25th Day the Lords ſent a Herald 

to Leith, to warn all the Scots to leave the 

Town, and withdraw themſelves within 

24 hours: from the Diſturbers of the pub- 
lick Liberty; after which there happen d 
ſeveral Skirmiſhes without any great loſs 
on either hand. In the beginning of this 
Buſineſs ſuch a Terror fell among the Lords 
of the Congregation, that did not only 
diſturb their Affairs for the preſent, but 
was like alſo to extinguiſh all Hopes of good 
Succeſs for the future: For the Regent had 


by Threats and Promiſes drawn off a great 


many from their Party, their Army was 
full of her Spies and Correſpondents, and 

Servant of James Balfour _ taken 
carrying of Letters into Leith, brought 
Suſpicion upon many, and Fear upon all ; 
their Soldiers too began to mutiny for Pay; 
but that which gave them the greateſt Ap- 
prehenſion, was the Deſpondency of the 
Duke of Chatelherault, whoſe Imbecilities 
and Fear occaſion'd great Diſtraction. 
Thoſe that ſtood firm took firſt into Con- 
ideration the Raiſing of Mony to pacify 

the Soldiers, which being propoſed among 
the Lords, ſome thro? Penury witheld their 
Hands, and others made Poverty their Ex- 


cuſe; ſo that a Sum could not bè raiſed for 


quieting the Mutineers. They determin'd 
"is LES © © there- 
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therefore to melt down what Plate they 
had among them; but that Expedient like. 
wiſe failing, by reaſon that the Stamps 
could not be found for coining it, their laſt 
Hope was turn'd upon England: Where. 
upon they ſent James Cockburn of Ormſton 
to Sir Ralph Sadler and Sir James C rofts 
(the Queen's Caſhiers at Berwick) for a 
little Mony to ſupply their preſent Occa- 
ſions; which the Regent having notice of, 
ſent Bothwell to ſurprize him in his Return, 
Which he accordingly performed, altho' he 
had formerly given Hopes of his coming 
over to the Confederates 3 
James Stuart and the Earl of Arran hear- 
ing at Edinburgh that Bothwell was on his 
March, iſſued out thence with a Party, in 
hopes to ha ve intercepted him; but he eſcap- 
ed em with Cockbarn and the Mony. And 
now the Cauſe began more violently to de- 
cline, ſo that the Confederates reſolv'd o 
quitting Edinburgh and removing to Ster- 
ling, which was preſently done, where 
 Kpox by an excellent Sermon raiſes up 
their dejected Spirits; and there they re- 
| ſolved, that ſeeing the French had daily P. 
Recruits come over, they would ſerve tl 
themſelves of Strangers too, and thereupon * 
ſent William Maicland, a young Gentleman te 
of great Parts and Ingenuity, to the Queen At 
of England, to animadvert her of the Pan £0 
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ger that England would be in, if the French 
ſhould poſſeſs themſelves of Garriſons in 
Scotland; and if they could once by that 
means reduce it to their Arbitrary Juriſ- 
_ & diction, it would then letaneaſyPaſlageinto 
„England; and the Diſadvantage ſhe would 
find by ſuch Proceedings of the French. 
The Engliſb, after ſome Debate about the 
Matter, gave em hopes of Succours.: And 
now the Confederates divide their Forces; 
one Part was to remain at G/aſcow to de- 
fend their Friends in the neighbouring 
Provinces, .and the other was ſent into 
Fife. In the mean time the French made 
ſeveral Sallies and Excurſions, in hopes to 
break in upon the Confederate Forces be- 
fore the Engliſb could arrive; and to that 
Purpoſe march'd againſt them in Fife, and 
in their Paſſage. waſted Linlithgoe and the 
Lands of the Hamiltons, ſo march'd on to 
Sterling, and thence to Nincarne; and 
where they could not exerciſe their Cruel- 
ty upon the Owners, the Houſes and 
Towns went to wreck, and among others, 
that of Xirculdy of Grange, which they 
pulled down to the Ground; and much o- 
ther Miſchief was done to the Confede- 
rates Lands. Thoſe that were leſt in Quar- 
ters about Deſert came all to Conper, and 
agreed with them of Glaſcom to ſend over 
to treat with the Queen of Exland; the 
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| "Sum whereof was this: That they ſhould 
mamuutually oppoſe all foreign Force that came 
to make War in Britain: That the Queen 
-of England Thould pay all the Mercenary 


Eapliſh ſhe ſhould ſend into Scotland, and 


likewiſe all Scotch Forces they fhould 
ſend to her: That the Plunder taken from 
the Enemy ſhould go to the Engliſb, and 
the Towns and Caſtles be reſtored to their 
-atitient Owners: The Scots to ſend Hoſta- 
ges to remain in England during the Mar- 
riage of the French King with the Scorch 
Queen, and a twelvemonth after. 
This was done at Berwick the 27th of 
February 1566; The Exgliſh ſent to the 
Confederates by no means to engage the 
Enemy till their Recruits came up and 
Joined them, for fear leſt the Scots ſhould 
by their Over-haſtineſs endanger all. In 
N the mean time the French having waſted 
VHD˖ieſert and Weemes, debated with them- 
E ſſelves whether they ſhould march directly 
b to the Enemy, or coaſt along the Shore to 
St. Andremi, and ſo to Comper : They agreed 
upon the latter, in regard of the Difficul- 
ties the Horſe would meet with in march- 
ing thro? the Iſlands, by reaſon of the great 
Snos that were then lately fallen. When 
they had march'd a little on the Shore, 
und came to Kz2crage, ſome of them ſtep-

Ping up to the Head of the Promontory 
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that afforded the faireſt Proſpect to the Sea, 
brought News of a Fleet of eight tall Ships _ 
they had diſcover'd, which they faluted _ 
with great Joy, as thinking they had come 
from France with. the Supplies expected 
thence; but they proved to be Engliſb, 
which made them ſtraitway change their 
Note, and the more, in regard that News 
was brought them of a Land Army upon 
the March from England, that were advan- 
ced already to the Borders; ſo they ha- 
ſten'd away from thence to Leith, fearing 
left that Garriſon ſhould be attacked by 
the Enemy. In this Expedition they make 
bold with the Goods of their Friends, the 3 
Papiſts, that came in daily to them, more 
than of their Enemies, the wealthieſt of | 4 
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whom had ſent away their Goods before 
their coming: For now the French were ſo 
exalted with their late Succeſſes, and the 
hopes of freſh Supplies, that they concluded 
all that Quarter to be their own, and there - 
fore preſerved the wealthieſt Parts, as their 
own peculiar Spoil; which when the Scoteh 
Papiſts complain'd of, they were diſdain- 
fully reprov'd for their Sloth and Covetouſ- 
neſs in aſſiſting the Cauſe. This turn'd 
the Hearts of a great many from them; 
inſomuch that thoſe of Fife, partly for fear 
of the Enemy, and partly for the Injuries 
done to their Companions, liſted * |

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under the Confederates ; and the remoter 


Countries fell off from the Foreigners, and 
were as fierce in ſuppreſſing the Tyranny 
of the French, as the other in vindi- | 
cating their Religion. And now the 
Spring: approaching, both Sides haſten to 
get their Supplies together: Iwo Ships 
with 1000 Foot and a few Horſe were ſent

In the midſt of. theſe Dif. tl 
tractions the French King fell ſick on a er 
ſudden, ſo that the Ambaſſador was diſ- ei 
miſt without an Anſwer, and at Paris hear- 81 
ing of the King's Death, which happend Il & 
the 13thof December, went home with bet- oi 
ter Hopes: The Report whereof did not tl 
more elevate the drooping Spirits of the 
Scots, than it fill'd France with freſh Sedi- 
tions and inteſtine Broilss. 
Scotland being now freed from the French 
- Yoke: by the Death of Francis, James the 
Queen's Brother went over to wait upon bi 
her with all poſſibleſpeed, who found her Ml & 
in Lorain with her Uncles, whither ſhe had Ml ©, 
retired her ſelf in her Widowhood, where, MW D 
after ſeveral Diſcourſes paſt between them, tt 
the Queen diſcover*d-her Mind of going o- WW a;

cline ; and before the Arrival of James, the 
Matter had been under Confideration a- 
mong them, where the Difficulties of tlie 
Journy were laid open, and chiefly their 
Doubts of the Queen of England Were ob- 
jetted; and when rhoſe were over, yet ſhe 
as to go to a barbarous ſort. of People, 
who were not forward to obey even the

fore her Eyes, whom when they could not, 
or durſt not openly oppreſs, yet they drove 
them by their Artifices to Deſperation, and 
enforced them to run a perpetual hazard 
either of Honour or of Life. On the other 
Side *twas anſwer'd by thofe that under- 
ſtood the. Scotch Affairs, that thoſe Sediti- 
ons were oftner occafion'd by the Fault of 
the Princes than the Subjects, while the 
endeavour'd to reduce the Kingdom, which 
was always us'd to be govern'd by their 
Laws, under an Arbitrary Juriſdiction, 
which the others, being a People more 
warlike than rich, could not ſubmit unto; 
but all the Kings that were ſtudious to pre- 
ſerve the Rights of the People, were not 
only ſafe from foreign Attempts, but from 
Domeſtick Troubles, and by the Love of 
their People reign'd with Security at home 
and Renown abroad : That the ſureſt way 
at preſent for quieting Affairs, would be, 
not to offer at any Alteration in the Religi- 
on then receiv'd. Theſe were openly diſ- 
cuſt on both. hands ; but other Reaſons 
guided her Relations to the adviſing of her 
Journy; for her Uncles, whoſe Hopes were 
more ambitious than honeſt, thought they 
had her ſurer in their Power at a remote 
Diſtance, than if ſhe ſhould remain in 
France; beſides, they promis d themſelves 
no ſmall Intereſt in the neighbouring Prin- 
ces by the Marriage of her.

Moreover the Queen her ſelf was alſo much 
inclin'd to the Journy, as not being wil- 
ling to deſcend from being the Queen. 
Confort, tho* her Reign was ſhort, to be 
ſubjected to. the Pleaſure of a Mother-in- 
law: To which her Brother's Perſuaſions 
and Promiſes added not a little, aſſurin 
her ſhe would find all quiet at home; 4. 
-as to himſelf, ſhe might be confident of a- 
ny thing that lay in him to ſerve her, hav- 
ing had the good Fortune of gaining ſome 
Reputation, and making no inconſiderable 
Figure in the World. „ 
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. Upon this Noaly of Bourdeaux, that was 
ſent out of France at the End of the laſt 
Seſſion of Parliament, was referred over 


to the Meeting NAA in June follow- 
ing, where the Nobles would not act, tho? 
many met, being uncertain of the Queens 
Pleaſure. In the mean time comes over 
Stuart with a Commiſſion from the Queen, 
to give them Authority to convene and act 
for the publick Good, where at length the 
French Ambaſſador had Audience: His Bu- 
ſineſs to them was, that they would renew 
their antient Confederacy with France, and 
break their new League made with the 
Ergliſh : That the Prieſts might be re- 
ſtored as well to their Functions as Poſſeſ- 
ſions.

er imaginable, and 2 the

tected them; and for thoſe Perſons he call'd 
Prieſts, they did neither own their Chara- 
Qter, nor were convinc'd of their Uſeſul- 
neſs in the Church.

tune, and lea ving her own- Country under 
a civiller ſort of Exile, eſcap'd with diffi- 
culty the Arms of her Enemies, the 
Violence of the Seas; where Fortune in 
ſome meaſure began to change Counte- 
nance upon her in an illuſtrious Match, 
which afforded her but a momentary Joy; 
for ſhe: became in a ſhort time both a Wid- 
dow and Motherleſs, loſing the new King- 
dom ſhe had lately got, and but upon in- 
different Terms with her old one. Nor 
did theſe various Hazards of her Fortune 
more recommend her to her People, than 
her excellent Beauty and tranfcenden 
Parts, which, by her being bred at Court 
were ſet off to the beſt Advantage; tho 
that inclin'd her too much to Inſincerity Br 
and prejudiced her natural Goodneſs by a 
too much affected Complaiſance, and ſtopt 
the Seeds of Vertue in her from growing 
to their full Maturity.

At length, after 
ſeveral Diſcourſes one way and the other 
concerning the League, the Queen was 
brought toagree, That Ambaſſadors ſhould 
be appointed on both ſides to review the 
League, and amend it, to this effect: That 
the Queen of Scots ſhall forbear hereafter 
to give the Arms of England in her Scut- 
cheon, and from the Titles of Exg/and and 
Ireland while the Queen liv'd, or any Iffue 
of her. On the other fide, the Queen 
{ſhould take care, that neither her felf, nor 
any of her own Poſterity ſhould do any 
thing to leſſen or impeach the Queen of 
Scots Right to the Succeſſion. This was 
in effect the whole Tranſaction of that 
Embaſſy. Whilſt they were thus labour- 
ing for a Peace abroad, Matters began to 
tend towards Sedition at home: For, as 
we ſaid before, the Queen was allowed a 
private Maſsfor her ſelf and Family, which 
Buſineſs, when the Decree came to be 
publiſh'd, was among all the Nobility ſole- 
ly and ſingly oppos'd by the Earl of Arran; 
the Queen, tho? ſhe diſſembled it, being 
much offended at it. The next Offence ſhe. 
took was againſt the Edinbarghers, who a- 
bout Michaelmas us d to chooſe their Magi- 
_ ſtrates; at which time Archibald Douglas 
being Provoſt, publiſh*d an Act of Council,

- againſt thoſe that diſobeyed. When this came 

to the Queen's Knowledge, without exa- 

mining the Matter, ſhe committed all the 
Magiſtrates to the Caſtle, commanding the *' 
Citizens to make choice of new ones, and © 
put out a Proclamation, that the City 
Mould be free and open to all her faithful 

Subjects; not without ſome Derifion and 

Scorn, that the moſt flagitious Knaves 
. ſhould paſs under the Denomination of her 

faithful Subjects. When the Queen had by 
this found à greater Patience in her City 
than ſhe did expect, ſhe began by degrees 
to try them farther : Upon All-Saints Day =} 
The had Maſs ſung with all Pomp and Ce. 
remony, whereas before ſhe usd to have 
itina more reſerved manner, and with leſs 
Adornments. This highly offending the 
Miniſters of PE Goſpel, they made great 
Complaints of it in their publick Meetings, 
admoniſhing the Nobles of their Duty:

| ſpread to the DeftruQtion of them all, and

The Miniſters, did ſtedfaſtly perſiſt 'in the 
2 er EL ; DI ® e Ee Opinion a 
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Opinion approv'd in former Times, That 
the Chief Magiſtrate might be compell'd 
by Force to obſerve the Laws. The Nobles, 
either by Favour, or hopes of Honour or 
Reward, were ſomewhat cold; and yet it 
was adjudg'd and agreed to by thoſe that 
were ſuperior in Number and Quality. 
The Court was all this while aſleep in Lu- 
xuries and Vice, that the Moſs- Troopers, 
that inhabited the Engliſb Borders, could 
ſcarce awake em with their daily Waſte 
and Plunder made upon the Countries next 
| adjoining to them, where, as if they had 
* a Licence to ſack and ſpoil, they fill'd the 
neighbouring Parts with Blood and Slaugh- 
ter; againſt whom James, the Queen's Bro- 
ther, is diſpatcht with full Authority, not 
ſo much, as many conceiv'd, for his In- 

creaſe of Honour, as to expoſe him to Dan- 

ger: For as his Power was a Grievance to 
the Queen, ſo was his Innocency much 

more, who us'd with Freedom to tell her 

of her Faults, and check her Motions to 

Arbitrary Power. But God was pleaſed 
to proſper his Endeavours beyond the 

Hopes of Men; for he caught 28 of the 

principal Robbers in a Snare, of ſome he 
took Hoſtages, and repreſt others with the 

ſole Terror of his Name. The Queen in 

his Abſence ſeem'd to have got ſome more 
Liberty; for ſhe did not at all like the 
preſent State of Affairs, as well for 146

| Controverſies in Religion, as that things 
were managed with more Strictneſs than a 
young Woman, bred up in the corrupteſt 
Court in the World, could wellaway with, 
and that held a Government eſtabliſh'd up- 
on Laws to be diſhonourable to Kings, 
whoſe Liberties conſiſted in the Slavery of 
others; ſo that many times ſhe could not 
forbear toexpreſs her Reſentments, and by 
degrees _ to lay the Foundation of an 
_ Arbitrary Power: For whereas the former 
Kings had us'd to place their Safety in the 
Fidelity of their own Lieges, ſhe had a 
Deſign to ſet up a ſtanding Guard; bur 
could not at firſt compaſs her Purpoſe, nor 
pretend any Occaſion for it, but, that the 
Court would look greater by it, and that 
it was the Cuſtom of foreign Kingdoms. 
The Carriage of her Brother, as being of 
ſo pious and ſober a Temper, did the more 
afflict her, in regard there was no room 
left in it for Slander and Detraction; nor 
did he give any Countenance to a licen- 
tious way of living; and the People ſhe. 
perceived ſo far concerned at her Deſign, 
that they interpreted this Guard of her 
_ Perſon, as an Introduction to Arbitrary 
Power: Being therefore uneaſy in herMind, 
and reſolving to try all Waysto bring her 
Purpoſe to effect, ſhe hit at laſt upon this 
Project. She had another Brother whoſe 
Name was John, of a more licentious Tem- 


per than the other, and ambitious, and 
readily conſenting to obey the Queen in e- 
very thing, and conſequently fitter for the 
Purpoſe; with him therefore ſhe conſults 
in the Abſence of James about the ſetting 
up a ſtanding Force; and this they made 
the Occaſion of it: They rais'd a Story o- 
ver-night, as if James Hamilton Earl of Ar- 
ran, ſeeing the Court but thin, had a De- 
ſign to come thither privately, and ſeize 
the Queen, and carry her to his Caſtle a- 
bout 14 Miles off.

and onethat had already given great Proofs 
of a wonderful Ingenuity, and rais'd a 
greater Expectation for the future. By 
theſe Mens wiſe and ſober Management an 
univerſal Quiet was procured, as well at 
home as abroad, and the State of Things 
_ agreeable to the Deſires of all good Men; 
the FaQtious having more occaſion of re- 
pining than complaining. About this time 
a Matter was ſtarted in Council, which 
gave great Amuſement to the whole Court 
or three Months. Thoſe that in the late 
Times had been either Kings or Regents, 
had reduced the Revenues of the Crown 
(Which at the beſt are not very large in 
Scotland) almoſt to nothing, and ſcarce any 


thing could ſatisſy the „ immoderate 


Expences: The Eſtates both of the Nobles 
and Commons were much waſted in the 
late troubleſome Times, nothing remain'd 
for the Court to ſpunge upon, but the 
Priefthood, the chief whereof were ſent for 
to Court, and ſome of che Nobility, to in- 
fluence what they could, either by Perſua- 
ſion or Authority.

the Exgliſb Ambaſſador in that Court; and 
the Fleet that was to have brought over 
another Ambaſſador from England, was by 
his means ſet upon and routed: So that 
Matters tending now to a War between 
England and France, the Queen went from 
St. Andrews to Edinburgh; and ſent for Ar- 
ran thither, and ſhut him up in the Caſtle. 
In the mean time her Brother James went 
out and ſurprized 50 of the Heads of the 
Robbers, that were met at Hawick on the 
 Market-day ; which ſtrook ſuch Terror in 
the reſt, that the Country was in much 
greater quiet for the future. This Act, as 
it got him great Eſteemand Honour among

ſtgcere dealing with them. The reſt be- 
ing in preparation to fall on, the Queen 
ſftignꝰ d her ſelf deſirous of viſiting the Nor- 
thern Parts of Scotland, which was propa- 
gated by Gordon with a Noble Invitation. 
At length when they came to Aberdeen, 
about. =: 2th of Aaguſt, Gordon's Wife, 
a Woman of a Maſculine Spirit and Head- 
piece, try'd all ways ſhe could to find out 

the Temper of the Queen, ſometimes: to 
diſcover the bottom of her ſecret Thoughts, 
and other times to draw hergently to her 
Eure: For ſhe was not ignorant how ſud- 
denly the Counſel of Princes alters, nor

—_ the Pope's Letters and her Uncles preſt 
hard for Murrays Death. This Delay of 
| hers Gordon well obſerv'd, and deſirous to 

remove it, renew'd his Promiſes to. his 
Wife for re-eftabliſhing the Roman Wor- 
ip, which tho? the Queen gave ready Ear 
_ unto, there was yet a Remora, tho? of no 
great weight, that held off her, , 
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with her Honour to be reconcil'd unto him, 
unleſs he at leaſt. render'd. himſelf a Friſo - 
ner at large for ſome: few Days at Sterling; 
for the Reaſon ſhe: ſpecially urged, as that 
when Murray was diſpatcht, ſhe might be 
upon a clear bottom, and not in danger of 
being compell'dto marry, whilſt her Bride- 
groom; was at fuck. a diſtance from her. 
Gordon was deſirous enough to pleaſure the 
Queen, but was loth to deliver up his Son 
in nature of a Hoſtage, to a Perſon whom 
he knew averſe to his Deſigas,, which was 
John Earl of Marre, Uncle to Murray, and 
was then Governour of Sterling Caſtle;

contrived, was again put off*cill they came 


to Iverneſs: For beſides that Gordon was 
Sheriff of the Town, and Governgur of the 
Queen's Caſtle there, that ſtands on a Hill, 
and Commands the Town, all the Coun. 
try about was at his devotion. The Queen 
purpoſing to lodge in the Caſtle, was de- 
ny'd Entrance by the Guard, which put 
forced to lie all Night in a naked Town, 
whilſt young Gordon had 1000 Men in 
Arms, beſides, the whole Country, if oc- 
eaſion requir'd, were ready at his Call. 
The Queen adviſing what was fitteſt to 
be done in this Exigency, ſet ſtrict Guards 
on all the Paſſages into the Town, and or- 
der d the Ships that brought her Proviſi- 
on, to be ready in the Harbour, that ſhe 
might repair to them, if occaſion were.

Nor did he doubt to declare openly that the 
Queen would have them condemned ; and 
whoſoever voted otherwiſe, ſtruggled but 
in vain and would endanger the Diſpleaſure 
of their Prince. This he did partly to di- 
ſtract the weaker ſort with Hope and Fear, 
and partly to keep the more firm from being 
of the Commitees, leſt the Queen's Party 
ſhould not have the Majority.

"Couſin Germans to the King. By theſe the 
King was adinoniſht of bis late Errors, that 
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for the fake of a wicked Villian did not only 
ſuffer the chief of his Kindred and: Friends 
to be put out, but had in a manner driven 
them away with his own hand, and had fo 
exalted this Citizen of the World, that him- 
ſelf was now deſpiſed by him : Much other 
Conference they had about the Publick 
Weal, and at laſt they brought him to 
confeſs his Fault, and to aſſure them, that for 
the future he would act nothing without the 
conſent of the Nobility, They being Men 
bred up and converſant in Buſineſs, did not 
think it fafe to truſt too far to an Uxorious 
Youth, leſt he ſhould at any time be inti- 
ced by her Careſſes to break his Agreement 
to their certain Ruin. They therefore tend- 
red him Articles of Agreement, to which 
he readily and willingly ſubſcrib'd, Which 
were for the eſtabliſhing the Religion, as it 
was provided at the Queens return into Scot. 
land, the calling back thoſe Subjects that 
were lately driven away, and which the 
Country could not well be without; and 
for the Murder of Dauid whoſe longer Pre- 
ſervation was inconſiſtent with the Dignity 
ofthe King, and Safety of the Nobles, .

- Svipriſon him in caſe he did refuſe : But fie, 
pf Por territy'd with that, the Meſſenger re. 
ſe furned with her Commands to ſerve, upon 
q Pain of High Treaſon. Being thus affright- 
t ed, they went together, and at their return 
leclared Bothwell not guilty, with Proteſta- 
ry ion nevertheleſs, that in caſe any ſurther 
Proſecution, ſhould be thereafter had "inf 
Him in a due Courſe of Law, they ſhould 
Mot be brought in queſtion for it : Nor did 
Fnany conceive that they had done amiſs, 
In regard the Indictment was ſo worded, 
That Bothwell could not be thereupon found 
/? Euilty ; for they were commanded to enquire 
Pf a Murder committed on the ↄth of Fe- 
Praary, whereas the King was kill'd upon the 
x oth. So Bothwell was indeed acquitted, but 
r Hot clear'd of Infamy, for the Suſpicion being 
& Encreas'd the Puniſhment was only thought 
o be deferr'd: But any Colour, tho? never 
o impudent, ſerved the Queen's turn, ho 
as now reſolved upon the point of Mar- 
iage with him. To add to this Acquittal, 
a Paper was poſted up in the moſt conſpi- 
uous part of the Market- place, where Both. 
vell, tho he was Legally acquitted from the 
Murder of the King, yet to make his Inno- 
ence more plainly appear, he offer d the 
ingle Combat to any Gentleman of a clear 
Reputation, that would charge him witng 
murdering the King; nor did ä

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à Perſon the next Day that accepted the 
Challenge with equal Bravery in another 
Paper nei fixt, ſo that a place might

Howſoever the Lady Gordow, Both- 
n- | Tels Wife is forced to follow the | Proceſs 
r- In both Courts; before the Queen's Com- 
ck | miſſioners ſhe accuſes her Husband of A- 
r- dultery, which them was a ſuffici- 
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ent Cauſe of Divorce; he is alſo accuſed 
before the Judges of theSpiritual Court, (tho- 
forbid as aforeſaid by Law) for frequent 
Fornication with a Kinſwoman of his Wives 
before his Marriage: No delay was made 
either by Witnelſes, or Judges in the Di- 
vorce; for in ten Days time, the Action 


was Commenced, Debated and Adjudged. 


The better part of the Nobility being 
aſſembled at Sterling, ſent to the Queen | 
to know whether ſhe was detained againſt } 


her Will or no; for if ſhe was, -they

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Lawfully be joyned together, they ſhould 
declare it to the Church. This was to be 


done in the publick n for three 
3 Sundays together: For the diſpatch of theſe, 
Bothwell calling together his Friends and 
Dependants, reſolved to bring the Queen 


to Edinburgh, where vainly owning herſelf 


again at Liberty, ſne might at her on plea- 
ſure determine freely of her Marriage: Her 


Companions being moſt of them Armed 
in their bringing of her back; many of them 
were affraid, leſt that might be miſcon- 
ſtrued for the keeping of her ſtill under a 


Force; for, ſetting other things aſide, this 


ſeemed to be an Argument of it; that in 
time of Peace ſhe ſhould be brought in un- 
der the Cuſtody of a Troop of Armed Men; 
they therefore to avoid this Scruple, all 
threw away their Arms, and in a more 
Peaceful manner, at leaſt in ſnew, Con- 
ducted her to Edinburgh Caſtle, which was 
then in the Power of Bothwell: Next Day

Ceremonies were performed, and the Mar- 
riage Celebrated. The Nobles that were 
preſent, for they were almoſt all gone Home, 
excepting. a few of Botbwell's Friends and 
Neighbours, were invited to ſupper, and 
Monſieur le Crague the French Ambaſſador 
with them: Who altho' he was a partizan 
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abſolutely refuſed to come, not thinking 
It ſuitable to the Dignity of his Imploy, 
that he ſhould approve that Marriage by his 
Preſence, which he had heard Cryed down 
Svith ſuch horrid: execrations by the People. 
The Queens own Relations were againſt 
t firſt and laſt: The French King and the 
Nueen of England did by their Ambaſſadors 
Explode it; tho? theſe were Troubles to 
Her, yet the ſilent and ſullen Grief of the 
Common People, did by ſo much the more 
imulate the Queen, by how much things 
wwe ſee, make deeper Impreſſion in our 
Minds, than thoſe we hear; for as they 
ent thro the City, no Body followed em 
ith the uſual Acclamation. A Poor Wo- 
an cry'd once, God Bleſs the Queen; a- 
other ſtanding by her, cry'd once or twice 
ſo loud, that ſhe might be heard by the 
By-ſtanders, let every body have what they De- 
Verve; which did not a little exaſperate her 
Mind, already incenſed againſt the Edin- 
burghers: Perceiving how People ſtood Afe 
fected both at Home and Abroad, ſhe con- 
ulted with ſome few about. her, how: ſhe 4 
might eſtabliſh her Power, and provide a- 4 
gainſt future Emergencies. Firſt of all an 4

chofe to have his Houſe Plundered, his Fur- I ti 
niture and all his Goods of great Value It 
to become a Prey to his Enemies, and 
when at laſt he was deſtitute of all help, an 
Exgliſp Army brought into the Bowels of 

the Kingdom by Domeſtick Enemies, that 
deſign'd to drive our Husband Earl of Both.

For the better 
underſtanding whereof, we muſt turn a lit- 
tle aſide to look into the State of Exgland; 
for at that time the 2 Kingdoms were ſo 
linkt in Intereſt, that the Condition of the 
one cannot well be underſtood without 
opening the others too: The Scots having 


been ſome Years before deliver'd from the

Feral Conſults; the Pope animating the 
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Buſineſs all he could: But the King's Pow- 
er was ſo abated by Domeſtick Troubles, 
that each ſeem'd rather to wiſh a War than 
undertake it, beſides, mutual Emulation of 
each others Greatneſs by the Acceſſion of 
England, to whitherſoever it ſhould fall. 
Theſe Conſiderations together with the un- 
quiet Poſture of Affairs at Home, kept 


them from looking over the Water; not- 


withſtanding the Novelty of a young un- 
married Woman's Reign, whom her Ene- 


mies affirmed to be illegitimately born to 


Henry the 8th ; and that former Diſputes 
concerning both the Crown and Religion 
of 33 were not fo far extinct, but that 
ſome Sparks of Anger ſtill remain'd in the 


Minds of Men, Which was believ'd would 


ſhortly burſt out into a Flame. Many At- 


tempts being in the mean time made by the 
Eng liſb Papiſts, but ſtill without Succeſs,
